WILL THE PROHIBITION 


CLAUSE FULLY PROHIBIT 


EXODUS OF KICKAPOOS 


DELAYS THE BILL 


Muskogee, £, T., Jane 22.— 


"Does the prohibition clause in 
the enabling act prohibit in the 
Indian Territory under the state 
hood bill?" Is the question tha 
just now absorbs attention in In 
dian Territory. The general im 
presuoo is that the temperance 
people have been" done" by the 
iquor interests outside of Okla 
homa, and that the prohibition 
clause was so worded it shuts all 
iquor houses and distilleries in 
Oklahoma out of doing business 
n that part of the new state 
cnown as the Indian Territory. 
The prohibition clause reads as 
bllows; 


"That the manufacture, sale, 


barter, giving away or otherwise 
urnishing, except as hereinafter 
provided, of intoxicating liquors, 
within those parts, ef the state 
now known as Indian Territory, 
nd other parts of said state 
which existed as Indian reserva- 
tions January 7, 1906, in which 
the United States maiatained a 
prohibition law, is prohibited for 
a period of twenty-one years af- 
ter the admission of said state 
and thereafter until such time as 
the state shall otherwise provide 
by amendment to the constitution 
| and proper state legislation. Any 
person, individual or corporation 
who shall manufacture, barter, 
sell or give a tray, or otherwise 
furnish any intoxicating liquor, 
including beer, ale or wine, con

is used privately. This will cre- 
ate a tremendous mail order busi 
ness in which the brewing com 
panics and distilleries in Oklaho 
ma cannot participate. It will 
prevent saloons in the Indian Ter- 
ritory part of the new state, but 
t will not prevent the introduc- 
tion and consumption of vast 
quantities of whiskey and beer.

FIND HEART OF RAMESES. 


Vital Organ of Great Egyptian King 


Preserved in Vue for 


3,164 Year* 


A recent Issue of the Comptea Ben- 


«»• of the Paris academy contains au 
account of the successful Identification 
or the heart of Rameses H.. the Sesos- 
Wto of the Greeks, after having been 
prwerved since 1258 B. C in soda and 
reslnoid antiseptics 


Some months ago, saya the New 


Tork Times, the council of the Na- 
tional Museum of the Louvre acquired 
possession of the four vases in blue 
•namel which contain the viscera and 
•«art of Rameses II.. and bear large 
medallions representing the names and 
Attributes of the Wng 


The directors of the Egyptian muse- 


um desired absolute confirmation as to 
the contents of the vases and intrusted 
the examination of their contents to 
M Lortet, who, with his colleagues, 
Professors Hugounenq, Renaut and 
Kigan, made a caieiul physiological ex- 
amination. Three of thewases con- 
tained bandages of linen tightly com- 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
Of soda and aromatic resinous sub- 
stances of reddish color, which had 
ween employed as antiseptics and hail 
yrobably contained the stomach, intes- 
tmes and liver of the great king. These 
Viscera, however, were only found to 
»e represented by i quantity of granu- 
lar matter, mixed with a large propor 
lion of powdered carbonate of soda 
-and so could not bo identified. 


The fourth vase, which was fitted 


with a lid or cover adorned with the 
nead of a Jackal, proved to contain ths 
awart This organ Was found trans- 
formed Into a kind of oval plate, eight 
centimeters long and four centimeters 
wide 
The substanoe of the heart was 


aornlike and the saw had to be used In 
obtaining sections of It for examination 
and finally the razor, so as to reduce 
these sections to the attenuation neces- 
•ary for microscopic examination 


Under the mlscroscope these sections 


««ave unmistakable evidence of the mus- 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
^ially characterized by being arranged 
in bundles of such flbpis, crossing earh

Since this special muscular 


arrangement is not found in any other 
•part of the body except the tongue and 
•as the mummy of Rameses II, which 
is preserved 
at Cairo, contains the 


tongue intact, 
the experts have no 


doubt whatever that the vase actually 
contained the heart of Rameses II. flat- 
tened and transformed into a hornlike 
•ubetance by its long sojourn in the 
«oda preservatives 


King Barneses II died 1,258 years be- 


fore the Christian era and hence some 
8,184 years have elapsed since his heart 
-was flrst embalmed

STEEL DOES NOT GET TIRED 


That Is, I* It Is Properly Made, Says 


One Who Has Investi- 


gated. 


An Interesting problem often dis- 


cussed Is whether Iron or steel becomes 
changed in Its properties by what is 
termed fatigue. Most probably, accord- 
Ing to R. A. Hadfleld, it does not, if 
the material is, in the first or original 
state, properly prepared, says London 
Engineering. 


Failures, so callod, of this kind are 


generally owing to the steel possess- 
ing either Internal flaws, which are 
often only detected by an examination 
of its micro structure, or that it has 
not been in the proper condition-when 
sent out to the user. So-called mys- 
terious failures are generally due to 
improper heat treatment and are quite 
apparent when adequately investigated. 
A recent writer states that, alter long 
experience, he has found steel does 
not change by fatigue—that is, under 
ordinary working loads; "once right, 
always right," is his explanation. 


This Investigator took a large num- 


ber of specimens that had been many 
years in use, some having given satis- 
factory, some unsatisfactory, results, 
and he detected no difference or break- 
down in the mechanical qualities. 
Probably this conclusion is correct.

facture of Gas Mantles Is 


Plentiful. 


The most important discovery con- 


nected with the mlneraloglcal survey 
of Ceylon in 1904, says the latest offi- 
cial report, was that of the occur- 
rence of thorium bearing minerals in 
Ceylon. 
Of this the most Important 


is thorlanite, a mineral new to science, 
and containing 70 to 80 per cent, of 
the rare earth thoria, which is used for 
the manufacture of incandescent gas 
mantles. 


The government was Informed that 


I1SO per hundredweight was being of- 
feree1 In England for thorianlte con- 
taining from 70 to 72 per cent, of 
thoria. 
With a view to encouraging 


further search for this valuable min- 
eral a notice was published giving the 
above particulars and also stating the 
places where thorlanite and 
thorite 


hPd been found. 
Intending prospect- 


ore were informed that the govern- 
ment would for three years undertake 
tc levy no royalty on this mineral, ex- 
cept in the case of extraction from 
crown lands, where the permission to 
wash will be by agreement on liberal 
terms 


There Is a large area, Including all 


the province of Sebaragamuwa and 
part of the central, western and south- 
ern provinces, where the mineralog- 
icat survey were further engaged in 
examining the gemming districts in 
Sabaragamuwa and the southern prov- 
ince,* in investigating discoveries of 
corundum and of .heavy minerals con- 
talcing rare elements, as, for example, 
allanlte and several minerals belong- 
ing to the Samarsklte group.
